Blocked by an Iceburg — Interesting 
Tour in Motor Boat. 

You will be interested lo know 
(says Lieut.- Colonel Otway) that 
tay last tour around Notre Dame 
Bay was, of unusual interest. We 
started for a fortnight's tour by 
motor boat, and planned to visit all 
ihe Corps in that locality. After 
spending the Sunday at Ptlley's 
(Island, and journeying from Port 
lAnson, we came across an icefield 
about twenty miles long and four 
wide. It appeared, possible, how- 
ever, to get through it, and. in trying 
for this, we found oucselves effec- 
tively jammed^ and had the experi- 
erce of being on the ice from 8 a,in.

"Vou must be \villing to do as well 
as suffer ihinifs from uhicli naiurc 
shrinks," wrote . that old S^iilt, 
Thomas a Kempls. 

Many a nolilc philosophic soul 
■will bear wilh impunity — even cheer- 
fulness — the trials and hardships 
Vith -ivhkh lie is afflicled. 

For the true manife^la-iiQn of the 
spirit of s«W-sacrifite more than this 
A necessary. 

In the lowest form of worship, 
where, the hea(hen strives to satisfy 
the claims of the religious insrinct 
wilbia bim hy mortifying the flesh 
and afflicting hts own body and 
tfaose of bis children, there is a 
recogfiition that, the human must 
■ ever become, like the great Captain 
of our Salvation, perfected through 
suffering. 

The soul that x-oluntarily shoul- 
ders the cross — perhaps with quat- 
iTig heart— will be loth to ever lay it 
down. The new sweetness, the added 
gTBCe, u-lll make a more than com- 
pensating joy, that ere long he ^vill 
begin to find it a cross no longer, 
and feel the necessity and ability for 
assuming a fresh load.. 

"Was that after all a sacrifice ?" 
the sntd qucEirons. deprecating with 
the true spirit of Self-Dcniat the 
cost of his own giving, "i must seek 
further denial." 

In all probability the need of 
cross- bearmg— the part it has to 
plajrtn Ibe formation of character — 
was first recogliized.in a dark hour, 
when, the soul "suffered" rather than 
"did" something against x\'hich na- 
ture shrank. The drops of blood- 
cwcat in that Gethsemane purified 
the soul from its dross, and when it 
emerged triumphant. "A grace wlth- 
•^n the soul had reigned that nothing 
else could bring/' and it did in truth 
"thank God for all that it had gained 
by Ihat lijgh suffering."

have bad to humble tliemsclves be- 
fore God, acknowledge their per- 
sonal dependence upon Him, and 
receive His offered pardon and Hts 
Spirit into their hearts. 

The fact that goodness is a fruit 
of the Spirit most assuredly mcana 
that there can be no goodness

wnuld put up with the clothes I 
then had until 'I could buy some of 
my own, which was not very long 
afterwards. The people soon saw a 
great change ^n my life, and had to 
admit that nothing short of a mir- 
acle had been performed.
